Wood alcoho! is putting the skull 
an@ crossbones into the present del- 
uge of hootch, so the chemists say. 
' With fourteen deaths from moonshine 
in Chicago since New Year’s—five last 
Sunday alone—the city and federal 
laboratories both report that wood 
alcohol is the chief poisoner. 

They ascribe it to.the imperfect 
redistillation of denatured alcohol by 
. the moonshiners. In the cooking 
joints, hair tonic and cleaning fluid 
and other stuffs are being put through 
the coil and the poisonous denatur- 
ants have been trickling through the 
worm with the alcohol. 

When the bootlegger goes out with 
his wares, like as not he is purveying 
tombstone hootch parading under 
some well known Scotch name and 
decorated with labels of the Quebec 
liquor commission, counterfeited in 
west side cellars. Cases are even re 
ported of attempts to redistill radiator 
alcohol into beverages. 

Metallic Poisons Next.

Thousands of samples of 
analysis have shown that copper, lead 
and arsenic are poisonous by-products 


often present in the moonshine.

Use Counterfeit Labels. 


Some of the expert chemists main- 
tain that most of the poisoning comes 
from the secondary products of distil- 
lation, the asters and the aldehydes, 
especially furfural which is present in 
all raw spirits and is a poison. They

RIGA, Latvia, Jan. 20.—Nicolai Le- 
nin’s tomb was closed Sunday, accord- 
ing to members of the local soviet lega- 
tion who arrived from Moscow this 
evening. The tomb was repaired and 
cleaned to accommodate. thousands of 
visitors expected to view the late prem- 
ier on the anniversary of his death, 
tomorrow, Jan. 21. 

One of the first visitors at the tomb 
Sunday was M. Lenin’s personal bar- 
ber, who shaved and trimmed the 
hair of the dead premier. 

According .to a physician attached 
to the legation, hair continues to grow 
after death and M. Lenin’s barber, 
despite the embalming process, 
which has partially petrified the body 
of the dictator, has been obliged to

FOUND IN CITY 


Chicago Is “Overbuilt,” 
Report ‘Says. 


Here's a bit of cheer for the apart- 
ment dweller who wonders why his 
rent doesn’t 
shrink a little 
with thousands of 
new flats being 
dumped on the 
market and whose 
wrathful protests 
are always met 
with the land- 
lord’s remark that 
“there’s a short- 
age in flats.”’ 

Official denial of 
this much over- 
worked phrase 
was made public 
yesterday in a 
Statement by the 
National Associa- 
tion of Real Es- 
tate Boards, which says that Chicago 
is.the one big city in the United States 
that is overbuilt in apartments and 
business buildings. 

Information from Local Source. 

This information, by the way, was 
supplied the national body by the Chi- 
cago Real Estate board, so it puts that 
organization on record as stating a fact 
which has been denied persistently by 
several mortgage bond houses and va- 
rious real estate brokerage firms. 

Only three other large cities show 
any signs of being overbuilt. St. Louis 
is “slightly ” overbuilt in flats; Boston 
is “slightly’’ overbuilt in business 
buildings, and New York is overbuilt

Chicago’s apartment rent movement 
is stationary, the report, which is in- 
cluded in the fifth semi-annual survey 
of the real estate market by the realtor 
organization, points out. It also points 
out that there is a 10 per cent shortage 
in single family dwellings. 

Why Aren’t Rents Lower? 

“If the real estate board admits 
there’s no shortage in flats and that 
Chicago’s actually overbuilt, then 
what’s going to prevent rents from 
getting alittle more reasonable,” 
queried an authority on realty matters 
when shown the official report. 

“Every time any one’s suggested 
lower rents, the realty profession has 
hollered, ‘Chicago's still shy on flats; 
rents can’t gd down.’ Wonder how they 
can get around this official admission?”’ 

According to Herbert .U. Nelson, 
executive secretary of the stone 
realty body, the survey was made pos- 
sible through the codperation of 259 
member boards, of which the Chicago 
Real Estate board is the largest.

JAPAN GRANTS 
RECOGNITION T0 
SOVIET RUSSIA 


Gets Oil Fields. 


PEKING, Jan. 20—[By United 
News.]—Japan and* Russia signed a 
treaty of mutual diplomatic recogni- 
tion, with a clause providing for a Jap- 
|anese naval oil reserve on the Russian 
island of Saghalin, at midnight tonight. 

The Japanese minister to China and 
soviet Ambassador Karakhan signed 
the pact. Negotiations have been un- 
der way for six months. 

The provisions of the “complete 
agreement” become effective on rat- 
ification, which is expected in a fort- 
night. The settlement is in accord 
with the demands of Japanese naval 
and military officers who have been 
closely in touch with the progress of 
the parley. 

Japan Gets Big Concessions. 

It is authoritatively stated that 
Japan has been granted a concession 
to exploit half the known coal and oil 
fields on Saghalin under a fifty-year 
lease. In the event of further mineral 
discoveries on the island, Japan will 
enjoy equal rights with all other ex- 
ploiters. 

Concessions on the Russian main- 
land of an undisciosed nature are 
granted Japan. During preliminary 
negotiations’ Japan asked the right to 
exploit timbered areas in Siberia. 

The question of debts inherited by 
the soviet union from the czarist re- 
gime goes over for future settlement. 
It is understood that M. Karakhan 
pledged his government to pay ‘potiie- 
thing, but not proportionately more 
than is paid to other creditor Coun- 
tries which may recognize Russia and 
thereafter seek a debt settlement.

Under the terms of the Saghalin 
lease Japan agrees to pay a 10 to 16 
per cent royalty on oil, 8 to 10 per cent 
on coal, and 20 per cent on oil gushers 
to the soviet government. 

Privately Japan assured Russia that 
she would not ratify the Bessarabian 
protocol entered int@® by the great pow- 
ers at Paris in 1921. In the treaty 
proper Japan and Russia pledge them- 
selves not to enter into treaties inter- 
fering with the sovereignty of each 
other. 

“UD. S. Must Recognize Russia.” 

MOSCOW, Jan. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J—In the course of a 
long commentary concerning the re- 
signation of Secretary of State Hughes 
and recent suggestions concerning a 
disarmament conference in Washing- 
ton, George Tchitcherin, the soviet 
foreign minister, says world affairs 
imperatively demand that the “Chi- 
nese wall” erected between the United 
States and soviet Russia should be 
pulled down. M. Tchitcherin spent 
three’ days in the preparation of his 
commentary. 

The foreign minister asks how can 
President Coolidge withhold from Rus- 
sia the right of participation in a dis- 
armament conference when the Rus- 
sian republic covers one-sixth of the 
globe. He credits Senator Borah, chair- 
man ‘ef the foreign relations commit- 
tee, with the idea of omitting Russia. 

Face to Face in Pacific: 

“ The first step of the newly elected 
President, in international relations,” 
M. Tchitcherin says, “brings him face 
to face, with the most obvious neces- 
sity of drawing the union of soviet 
socialist republics into the circle of 
his country’s political relations. It 
is impossible permanently to preserve 
the artifical system of separation. be- 
tween the two biggest countries in the 
world, which was created by Secretary 
Hughes.

‘Balk Holdup 
‘in Drug Store; 


2 Wounded 


Chester Wawrzynski, owner of the 
Chester drug store at 4561 Milwaukee 
avenue, has been held up three times 
in the last two years. 

When bandits entered his store last 
night he was ready for them. As 
they raised their pistols Wawrzynski 
opened fire and frustrated the holdup. 
But before the gunfire had ceased 
two youths, bystanders, had been 
wounded, and three other customers in 
the store had narrowly escaped death. 
The injured men are Robert Weber, 19 
years old, 4134 North Leclaire avenue, 
and James Burroughs, 20 years old, 
4129 North Leclaire avenue. Both have 
wounds in the abdomen. 

The attempted holdup occurred at 11 
o’clock. The police say that the four 
men who participated had held up 
three other drug stores earlier in the 
evening. 

Ask for Phone Slugs. 

In the drug store when the bandits 
entered were Wawrzynski, Weber, 
Burroughs, and four others. The ban- 
dits stepped to the soda fountain and 
asked for telephone slugs. It was at 
that moment, according to his story 
afterward, that the proprietor knew a 
holdup was about to take place. He 
opened a drawer, got out his pistol 
with his right hand, and gave the 
bandits a telephone slug with the left. 

As one of the bandits took the slug 
the others raised their guns. 

“Hold up your hands,” they ordered. 

Wawrzynski’s answer was a shot. 
Other shots were fired in rapid succes- 
sion and Burroughs dropped. Then 
Weber dropped. The robbers’ pistols 
were exhausted of ammunition and 
Wawrzynski's weapon was empty. The 
robbers jumped through the door. 

They escaped with their two com- 
panions, who had remained ‘outside in 
an automobile.

Fifteen minutes before the holdup of 
‘the Chester drug store the holdup men 
entered the pharmacy of Alfred Bide, 
4160 Lawrence avenue.

Sleuths Testify He 
Took Money.

Jersey City, N. J.. Jan. 20—A 
charge that United States Senator Ed. 
ward I. Edwards of New Jersey was 
the backer of ten Weehawken police 
and two civilians now being tried for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
law was made today. Two agents of 
the treasury department, Charles I. 
Hurlbut and Lionel Wilson, made the 
charge in their testimony. 

Wilson, the first witness, said that 
not only had William Griffin. one of 
the defendants in the case and alleged 
master mind of the conspiracy, told 
him that Senator Edwards was his 
backer, but that Edwards had ac- 
cepted and held in escrow $3,800 which 
he was to have delivered to Griffin 
when the latter delivered 100 cases 
of what Edwards assured them would 
be “‘ good stuff.” 

Grand Jury to Probe. 

Prosecuting Attorney John Milton 
of Hudson county indicated that the 
charges of the federal] officers would 
be presented to the grand jury re- 
gardless of the verdict in the present 
case which is expecred to go to the 
jury tomorrow: Both sides rested to- 
day aftér.a striking demonstration of 
the traditional speed of Jersey justice. 

Whether Senator Edwards would be 
in court tomorrow morning to answer 
the allegations of Wilson and Hurlbut 
was problematical tonight.

Preliminary discussion 
had taken place in a two hour confer- 
ence at Senator Edwards’ home in 
Caldwell, N. J., Hurlbut said. 

The federal agents admitted that 
there had been no sale or delivery, 
however, and that Senator Edwards 
had returned the money to them after 
they said. Griffin had become. sus- 
picious., 

Griffin in his testimony admitted 
that Wilson and Hurlbut had left 
money for him with Senator Edwards 
but denied that either he or Edwards 
knew that a liquor deal was contem- 
plated and that the money had been re- 
turned by Senator Edwards at his ‘Grif- 
fin’s) direction when he discovered that 
liquor was wanted. 

Griffin's Story /of Deal.

ECLIPSE OF SUN | 
SATURDAY TO BE 
ALMOST TOTAL 


If the sky over Lake Michigan is 
clear Saturday morning Chicagoans 
will get a view > an important eclipse 


of the sun. Not since Aug. 7, 1869, 
has the sun been so obscured to Chi- 
cagoans as it will be between the hours 
of 7:11 and 9:08 o'clock. While the 
eclipse here at no time will be total, at 
7:58 there will be only a thin sickle of 
the sun unobscured by the moon. 

With nineteen-twentieths of the 
sun hidden, this will give Chicago an 
early morning twilight which will grad- 
ually grow lighter until 9:08 o’clock, 
when the moon will pass entirely from 
in front of the disk of the sun. 

The central line of the total eclipse 
track across the United States begins 
at sunrise in Minnesota near Red 
lake. Thence it passes in a south- 
easterly direction across upper Michi- 
gan, over Lake Michigan and lower 
Michigan. After crossing Lake Huron 
it will pass over Ontario to Buffalo and 
thence across New York, and Connecti- 
cut to New Haven, and across the At- 
lantic to the Shetland islands, where 
it ends at sunset. 

No total solar eclipse has occurred in 
Chicago since Jan. 16, 1806. 

Chicago’s street lights will burn until 
8:30 next Saturday morning dur- 
ing the sun’s eclipse, it was announced 
by Commissioner of Gas and Electric- 
ity John T. Miller yesterday. He hopes 
thereby to avert accidents. He is lay- 
ing plans to keep the street lights 
burning whenever smoke blankets, 
such as have been prevalent in the 
last two weeks, make it advisable.

PARIS, Jan. 20.—Demands by oppo- 
nents of the government that former 
Kaiser William be hanged and- war 
criminals be punished and Premier 
Herriot’s attacks against French rep- 
resentation at the vatican marked to- 
day’s session of the chamber of dep- 
uties, which its discussion devoted to 
foreign office expenditures. 

Deputy Bonnet bitterly criticized the 
government for not insisting that for- 
mer Kaiser William, former Crown 
Prince Frederick William, and other 
German war lords be punished, al- 
though the Millerand, Leygues, Briand, 
and Poincare cabinets were responsi- 
ble for letting them escape punish-| 
ment. 

Defends Vatican Policy. 

In the afternoon M. Herriot defend- 
ed his policy of abolishing the vatican 
representative, pointing out that the 
United States, China, Japan, Sweden, 
and Norway were not represented, and 
dwelling on the fact that the pope did 
not support the allies during the war. 

Harry Simon, chairman of the com- 
mission examining the problem, said: 

*“ Catholicism is practiced by 300,000,- 
008 men and this diffusion prevents the 
pdpe from having any preference. for 
any nation.

For years we have been beseech- 
ing the state legislatures to adopt 
laws which will punish the guilty 
persons. Now that New York has 
taken the first stani in placing 
such a law on its statutes, we 
should do al] in our power to pun- 
ish the guilty players to the limit. 
Should it be brought out at the trial 
that others are implicated, then 
the law should take its course, and 
punish those also to *he limit. 

In 1920 the stateé’s attorney of 
Cook county did all in his power to 
convict members of the Chicago 
White Sox for their tmplication in 
the alleged throwing of games of 
the 1919 world’s series to the Cin- 
cinnati Nationals, but those impli- 
cated escaped punishment from 
the courts, because there was no 
law which covered the offense. 
Since that time I have been an 
earnest advocate of a state law to 
remedy this cvil and if state laws 
will not stamp out this trouble, 
then I advocate a federal law 
which will deal with gamblers, 
crooked ball players an4 confidence 
men, who are a detriment to the 
game of baseball.

Net Chiefs May Stretch 


New York, Jan. 20.—[{United Press.] 
—William T. Tilden and Vincent Rich-

Nurmi Name Aids Loans. 


It has been attested also by the 
thousands of inquiries pouring in daily 
on Finnish consular officers in New 
York, Chicago, and other largé Amer- 
ican cities, and on the minister of 
Finland in Washington. 

At a dinner in thé home of Charles 
E. Mitchell, president of the National 
City bank, sponsor of three recent 


Finn loans, the name of Nurmi was 
brought early into the conversation. 
Leonard Astrom, minister of the re- 
public of Finland, had come to New 
York to pin upon Mr. Mitchell the 
“Order of the White Rose,” Finland’s 
highest decoration, which has been 
conferred on less than a half dozen 
Americans. But after the speech of 
presentation and Mr. Mitchell’s ac- 
ceptance, according to this story, 
which was confirmed in its essentials, 
Mr. Mitche!l and Minister Astrom 
leaped lightly to the topic of Nurmi’s 
amazing races and ability. 


Increased Interest In Finland. 


Mr. Astrom said Nurmi’s feats and 
those of Ritola, Stenroos, and others, 
had given Finland more advertising 
than anything else in a century—it 
surpassed in this respect even the dec- 
laration of independence by Finland. 

Mr. Mitchell said his observations 
had been similar; that Americans were 


‘| electrified by the accomplishments of 


this handful of athletes, and men who 
had never devoted much. thought to 
Finland had begun questioning one 
another about the country and how it 
was able to produce so hardy a group 
of field and track athletes. Results of 
this inquiry were such, he said, as 
immensely to enhance the credit rating 
of Finland.

Preferential Rates at

Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.—Abolish- 
ment of preferential rates at eastern, 
southeastern and gulf ports was ordered 
today by the shipping board. The effect 
on the order was to place the ports on 
a strictly competitive basis by upsetting 
existing agreements between the north 
Atlantic, south Atlantic, and gulf con- 
ferences. 

The order, which gives the ports the 
right to establish their own rates, was 
regarded as a victory for Boston and 
southern ports, and was described as an 
“emancipation of shipping tHrough the 
gulf’ by Commissioner Thompson, who 
instigated the hearings last November.

Psychologically the southern 
democracy in domestic matters fs the an- 
tithesis of the socialistic and equaii- 
tarian ideology which lies at the root of 
leagueism. To those who know the urban 
masses of the northern democracy and 
the rura! backbone of the southern de- 
mocracy by first hand contact, there has 
never been a more humorous incongru- 
ity than recent Democratic platforms 
breathing the spirit of New England 
academicians. The two varieties of vot- 
ers may differ in much, but neither is 
attuned to internationalism.
